AT COUNCIL MEETING 


City Approves Housing Program

lf Tuesday night’s meeting is 
any indication, Upland towns- 
people and reporters can look 
forward to shorter City Coun. 
cil meetings in 1973! The meet- 
ing Tuesday lasted about 1 1/2 
hours including a short execu. 
tive Session, Although hopes 
were high the beginning of De- 
cember that a local bus sys- 
tem would be implemented by 
Jan, 15, the Council reversed 
that hope and tabled the mat- 
ter for further investigation and 
study. The Council also unani- 
mouSly approved a resolution 
prepared by City Attorney Don- 
ald Maroney approving an Ex- 
perimental Housing Allowance 
Program (dirct subsidy) for a 
five year program, 

At the Dec, 4 Council meete 
ing it seemed like ‘“‘all signs 
were go’’ for the Ontario-Up- 
land bus service to begin oper- 
ation on a six month trial basis, 
Both Upland and Ontario City 
Councils approved the contract 
with the Southern California Rap- 
id Transit District, (RTD), Up- 
land City Manager Elwin “‘Pinky’’ 
Alder reported that RTD had 
denied the request by the two 
cities to subsidize 29 percent 
of the operating costs during 
the first six months, Under 
the original agreement Ontario 
was to bear 58 percent of the 
cost, and Upland 42 percent, 
The two cities would pay a total 
of 70 percent of the cost and 
RTD would pay 30 percent, If 
the contract was renewed after 
Tune U0, 197 the citie would 
th pay 100 percent of the cost,

Alder reported the monthly 
cost for the service without RTD 
subsidy would be $1,972 instead of 
$1,369, Councilman George Gib- 
son raised some Serious objec- 
tions to the high cost of the RTL 
service and inquired if sufficient 
research had been done concerne 
ing having a locally operated bus 
system, “I wonder if RTDistak- 
ing us onthis,’’ Gibson remarked, 
After more discussion it was de- 
cided to investigate the subject of 
citywide bus service further, 
Councilman John McCarthy said 
he felt RTD was trying to get 
even with the city because Up- 
land filed a claim denying pay- 
ment of $11,000 of gas tax money 
for RTD’s operating deficits in 
the county. 

Alder said Ontario City Mane 
ager Ken Hunter feels RTD1is bet- 
ter than trying to finance and op- 
erate a local bus Service between 
the two communities, He feels 
there are too many problems in- 
volved that RTD could better 
handle, 

There was considerable dis- 
cussion and controversial argu- 
ing back and forth between Coun- 
cilman Harold Bailin and Jerry 
Leggit, Director of the Upland 
Housing Authority, regarding the 
experimental Housing Assistance 
Program, 

The controversy concerned two 
different resolutions -- one pre- 
pared by the Upland Housing Au- 
thority stating that direct rental 
subsidies should be provided to 
low income families for two years 
(administered by county offices) 
and that the Upland Housing Au- 
thority would lease dwelling units 
to families the additional three 
years and another prepared by 
the City stating the County should 
administer funds all five years, 
Ballin felt strongly that the fed- 
eral moneys should be directly 
administered by the county for 
all five years to insure as much 
secrecy and privacy as possible, 
Leggit claimed the Housing Au- 
thority “‘is trying to make valid, 
positive changes in the way hous- 
ing is made available to the peo- 
ple in the area,’ He fe! would 
be best to have the local Housing 
Authority handle the federal 
money the last three years,

Maroney said there hasn't been
